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THIRD PARY LIABILITY. Every person on Glendining’s or 
Phillips’ premises at any time shall be deemed to be there at his 
or her risk. He or she shall have no claim against Glendining’s or 
Phillips in respect of any accident which may occur or injury, 
damage or loss howsoever caused, save insofar as the injury, 
damage or loss shall be caused by the direct negligence of 
Glendining’s or Phillips’ employees. 


STANDARD CONDITIONS OF SALE 


I. Definitions. In these Conditions Glendining’s, who act 
only as auctioneers and agents for the vendor, are called 
“the Auctioneers”, and the representative of Glendining’s 
conducting the auction is called “The Auctioneer’. Refer- 
ence to ‘Glendining’s’ and the ‘Auctioneers’ shall include 
reference to the Auctioneer. Glendining’s is a division of 
Phillips Son & Neale. 


2. General. Whilst Glendining’s make every effort to en- 
sure the accuracy of their catalogue and the description of 
any lot: 

(a) Each lot as set out in the catalogue or as divided or 
combined with any other lot or lots is sold by the 
vendor with all faults, imperfections and errors of 
descriptions. 

(b) Glendining’s do not accept responsibility for the auth- 
enticity, attribution, genuineness, origin, authorship, 
date, age, period, condition or quality of any lot, unless 
they have been instructed in writing by the vendor so 
to certify, and in such case the Auctioneers do so as 
agents of the vendor and are not themselves responsible 
for such claims. 

(c) All statements, whether printed in the catalogue or 
made orally, as to any of the matters set out in (b) above 
are statements of opinion only and are not to be taken as 
being or implying any warranties or representations of 
fact by Glendining’s, unless they have been instructed in 
writing by the vendor so to certify, and in such case the 
Auctioneers do so as agents of the vendor and are not 
themselves responsible for such claims. 

(d) Any claim under any Statute must be received in 
writing by Glendining’s within ten days of the day of 
the sale. 


3 Copyright 

(a) The text of all Glendining’s catalogues is subject to 
Glendining’s copyright and must not be reproduced in 
any form nor entered into a retrieval system except by 
Glendining’s express written consent. 

(b) The vendor authorises Glendining’s to commission and 
publish in its catalogues photographs or illustrations of 
his objects so far as Glendining’s in their absolute 
discretion think advisable. 


4. The Auction. 

(a) The Auctioneer has absolute discretion to divide any 
lot, to combine any two or more lots or to withdraw 
any lot or lots from the sale, to refuse bids, regulate 
bidding or cancel the sale without in any case giving 
any reason or without previous notice. He may bid on 
behalf of the vendor for all goods which are being 
offered subject to reserve or at the Auctioneer’s dis- 
cretion. 

(b) The highest bidder shall be the buyer except in the case 
of a dispute. If during the auction the Auctioneer 
considers that a dispute has arisen, he has absolute 
discretion to settle it or to re-offer the lot.

. Notices. Any notices required to be given to the vendor or 


buyer under these terms and conditions shall be deemed to 
have been delivered on the second working day after 
posting (irrespective of the then location of the addressee) 
(a) to the vendor at his address given to Glendining’s at the 
time the lot was submitted for sale or (b) to the buyer at the 
address given by him or on his behalf to Glendining’s at the 
sale (which shall be the address of his agent if no other is 
given) or at his normal place of residence or business.. 


Reserves. 

(a) All goods are put up for sale WITHOUT RESERVE at 
the Auctioneer’s discretion unless written instructions as 
to reserves are received by Glendining’s prior to the 
commencement of the sale.

The following 44 lots comprise a unique collection of awards of Medals of the British Empire, covering both Military and 
Civilian recipients and including a number which are in pairs or groups. 

This collection has been formed over a considerable number of years, as the owner has been selective and only purchased 
medals which have citations and/or interesting research. In some respects it can be compared with the very fine collection of 
George Medals, the property of William (Bill) Fevyer, which was sold in 1990, as many of the deeds for which B.E.M.’s were 
awarded must have just failed to merit winning a G.M. 

These B.E.M’s cover a wide panorama of gallant deeds performed by servicemen and women, and civilians, with the 
majority being for rescue work and humane action. Private McCormack’s award is an exception, and those for bomb and mine 
disposal are also possibly in a separate category, whilst recipients who won their awards for gallantry during the Blitz could be 
justifiably classified as heroes of the Battle of Britain; without the courage, fortitude and endurance displayed by the civil 
population against the German Luftwaffe, the magnificent achievements of the “Few” would have been to no avail.

For courage and resource in extinguishing 
the fire when a gas holder was hit by a bomb. British Empire 
Medal (Civil), George VI, first type, GRI cypher (Timothy 
Higgins), engraved naming. Very fine. (£120— 150) 1 


B.E.M. London Gazette, 24th January 1941. 

During an enemy air raid a bomb fell on a large oil tank standing 
within a few yards of an important and valuable plant. The bomb had 
nearly burnt its way through the top of the tank when W. Still, a scrub 
yard attendant, realised the situation, and, hurrying up to the tank, 
seized a shovel and mounted to the top. He raced across the top, 
although it was 75 ft. wide, slippery and domed, picked up the bomb on 
his shovel, recrossed the top and climbed down to the ground, where he 
extinguished the bomb. All this was done during the height of the raid 
with gun flashes and burning bombs as the only illumination. But for 
Still’s prompt action the damage would have been very much more 
extensive and the plant would have been wrecked. 

Still acted in complete disregard for his own safety. Had the bomb 
fallen through the top into the oil there would have been no escape for 
him. 

A bomb had fallen on a gasholder and burnt through, causing a hole 
approximately 2 in. by 5 in. The gas had caught fire and a column of 
flame was roaring upwards. Higgins, with another man, tried to close 
the hole with clay, but found that the heat of the flame dried the clay 
before sealing could be effected. Without a thought for his own safety, 
Higgins threw a large piece of clay over the hole and jumped on it. The 
sudden application of his whole weight extinguished the flame and the 
sealing was complete. 

Higgins is a Retort Stoker, who has nothing to do with gasholders. 
When he saw the trouble he left his own job, seized the clay and did the 
work. Had the flames not been extinguished when he jumped on top of 
the hole, he would have been instantly burnt to death. He acted without 
a thought for his own safety.

Holdsworth was at Shirley police station when he heard that the 
civilian driver of a motor-coach bringing police reinforcements to the 
town had stopped on the outskirts, refusing to proceed owing to the 
intensity of the raid. 

Holdsworth immediately volunteered to drive the coach into the 
town. He went to the vehicle, about a mile away, and drove in into the 
town and afterwards drove it back to the spot where the regular driver 
took over the wheel for the homeward journey.

Mr. Gregory, disregarding his own personal 
safety, directed the work throughout, refusing to be relieved until 
finally rendered unconscious from gas poisoning. Although still suffer- 
ing from the effects of the gas, he voluntarily returned to duty in the 
morning and continued to direct rescue operations until late in the day 
when he was again forced to give up due to illness. His courage and 
devotion to duty and his resourcefulness in directing rescue operations 
were instrumental in saving the lives of trapped casualties. 
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George William Smith. For total disregard of his own safety 
in rescuing four people from a dwelling house which had been 
demolished by a high explosive bomb. British Empire Medal 
(Civil), George VI, GRI cypher (George William Smith), 
engraved naming.

A high-explosive bomb demolished a dwelling house. Smith climbed 
over debris to a hole leading to the basement, where he found four 
persons trapped. He got under the wreckage and raised it, supporting 
the weight on his shoulders. He remained in this position for four hours 
until the victims were released. 

The total disregard of his own safety and the devotion to duty 
displayed by Smith saved the lives of four persons. 
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Jack Weeks. For rescuing a women from a bombed building 
despite being hindered by a raging fire and the possible 
collapse of leaning wreckage.

Owing to enemy action, buildings collapsed and caught fire. People 
were trapped in a ground room floor and Wilkins followed by Weeks 
reached it through a service hatch. 

Two brick columns leant over towards a wall and between these 
there was a large pile of debris. Hindered by the fire raging on the other 
side and drenched by firemen’s hoses Wilkins and Weeks removed the 
debris. Because of the removal of this support to the columns, the 
whole of the leaning wreckage was liable to collapse on them. They 
were finally successful in extricating a woman who was passed through 
to safety through the hatch, 
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Charles George Martin. For courage and devotion to duty in 
saving many lives in Air Raids.

During an air raid Martin and Duffield were instrumental in saving 
many lives where houses had been demolished and persons injured. 

At one incident a tunnel collapsed whilst Martin and Duffield were in 
it, placing them and the trapped persons in serious danger. There was 
the added danger of escaping gas but while Duffield made a small shaft 
in the debris for ventilation, Martin continued to direct the rescue work 
and all the victims were rescued. Both men have shown courage and 
devotion to duty.

John Godfrey Adrian Way-Hope, Control Officer, Works A.R.P. 
Organisation, Portsmouth. 

During an air raid Hogan, who was working as a member of the crew 
of a fire-engine, was twice blown froma quay into the water, by blast of 
H.E. bombs, but he climbed out and continued his work. 

The raid increased in intensity and a large shelter, occupied by 
women and children, was threatened by spreading fires. A request was 





made for volunteers to remove the shelterers to a place of safety and, 
although high explosive bombs were being dropped in considerable 
numbers, Hogan made a number of journeys, transporting the people 
to safer areas. Whilst thus engaged an incendiary bomb lodged just in 
front of the windscreen of the van he was driving. He promptly 
extinguished it and resumed his journey. 

Hogan showed great bravery and continued fighting the fires 
throughout the following day and night. 

Mr. Way-Hope was responsible for organising and co-ordinating all 
the Works Civil Defence Services which were brought into action 
during this raid and, by his devotion to duty, contributed to the 
efficient handling of the situation.

Terence Alfred O’Leary. For displaying outstanding coolness 
and efficiency during the evacuation of the town of Toungoo, 
Burma, when subjected to many Air Raids. British Empire

Mr. O'Leary remained at his post at Toungoo until the town was 
evacuated. During many air raids he displayed outstanding coolness 
and efficiency, working for long hours both day and night as required. 
On one occasion he displayed outstanding courage in entering a 
smouldering railway wagon to ascertain the contents, thought to be 
high octane spirit. In so doing he did not hesitate to risk his life and set 
a very fine example to the staff.

Thomas McKee. For great courage and devotion to duty in 
remaining at his post in the engine room when his ship was 
torpedoed. British Empire Medal (Civil), George VI, first 
type, GRI cypher (Thomas McKee), engraved naming. 
Very fine. (£120 — 180) l 


B.E.M. London Gazette, 6th July 1943. 

The ship was proceeding in convoy when she was torpedoed and set on 
fire in heavy weather. Some of the crew were cut off aft, and the two 
after boats were destroyed by the flames. The ship’s course was 
immediately altered so that the flames blew clear of her, thus providing 
access to aft on the weather side. A boat was then launched to embark 
those who had not escaped. Part of the fire-fighting apparatus had been 
damaged by the explosion and despite strenuous efforts the fire spread. 
Another boat was launched and further members of the crew 
embarked, but the Master and a numbers of others remained on board 
and continued to fight the flames. Their efforts however, were unsuc- 
cessful and they were forced to abandon the ship by means of rafts. 

Captain Hodge behaved with great gallantry throughout. After first 
ensuring the safety of the majority of his crew, he made determined 
efforts to save his ship. Only one of the crew was lost and the rescue of 
the remainder was due mainly to the Master’s skill and excellent 
organisation. 

The Chief Officer courageously and ably assisted the Master. When 
the fire broke out he immediately pulled the ship off her course and 
manoeuvred her to keep the flames clear of the poop. His prompt 
action undoubtedly saved many lives. 

The Fourth and Fifth Engineer Officers and Greaser McKee dis- 
played great courage and devotion to duty. They were on watch when 
the ship was hit, and remained at their posts in the engine-room until 
ordered to leave. 
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Carl Rydberg. For displaying courage of a high order when 
his ship was torpedoed and sunk. British Empire Medal 
(Civil), George VI, GRI cypher (Carl Rydberg), engraved 
naming. Nearly extremely fine. (£120— 180) 1 


B.E.M. London Gazette, 14th September 1943. 

The ship, sailing in convoy, was torpedoed and sank immediately. 
There was no time to launch boats and the loss of life was heavy. The 
survivors managed to reach rafts and were picked up shortly after- 
wards. 

Able Seaman Rydberg displayed courage of a high order. When the 
ship was hit he was at the wheel and the rush of water took him 
overboard. Seeing a raft among the wreckage, he managed to reach it 
and clamber aboard. He was joined by others, and until they were 
picked up, he set an example by his courage and bearing. 

Able Seaman Rydberg is 69 years old and has served at sea through- 
out the war, this being the third time he has been torpedoed.

Havildar Kartar Singh. For bravery and presence of mind 
during practice with Rifle grenades. British Empire Medal 
(Military), George VI, first type, GRI cypher (8584 Hav. 
Kartar Singh, Punjab R.), rather heavily impressed naming. 
Nearly extremely fine. (£150 — 200)1 


No. 8584 Coy. Hav. Major Kartar Singh was a member of “A” Coy. 
which was carrying out rifle grenade practice on the Battalion range on 
5th October, 1944. The conduct of the practice was organised as 
follows. Two men about 6 feet apart fired in each detail, each man 
having with him a coach who gave the orders to load and fire the 
grenade. At the time the incident occurred Coy. Hay. Major Kartar 
Singh was acting as coach to the right hand firer, Sepoy Khushal Singh, 
and Subadar Harnam Singh was coach to the left hand firer, Sepoy 
Santokh Singh. Sepoy Khushal Singh fired on orders of Coy. Hav. 
Maj. Kartar Singh and there followed an explosion which resulted in 
the grenade discharger-cup being blown off the muzzle of his rifle. 
Fragments of this cup struck Sepoy Santokh Singh on the left, who had 
already loaded his discharger cup and was awaiting orders to fire from 


Sub. Harnam Singh. Sepoy Santokh Singh was badly wounded in the 
head and temporarily rendered unconscious, at the same time having 
his rifle knocked out of his hands. Coy. Hay. Major Kartar Singh, who 
was just behind Sepoy Khushal Singh, went forward to help Sepoy 
Santokh Singh, and whilst doing so, noticed that the No. 36 grenade 
which had been loaded into Sepoy Santokh Singh’s rifle previously had 
fallen out of the discharger-cup and was lying on the ground smoking 
some six feet away. Without any hesitation Coy. Hav. Major Kartar 
Singh shouted to everyone to lie down and dashing forward picked up 
the smoking grenade and hurled it some 30 yards away, where it 
exploded on contact. 

By this brave act Coy. Hav. Major Kartar Singh showed extremely 
quick presence of mind in ordering everyone to take cover. Further, by 
dashing forward and picking up a smoking 36 grenade he showed 
complete disregard of danger to his own life and his quick action 
without doubt saved the lives of three of his comrades.

Harry C. Campbell. For courage in rescuing a man from a 
block of flats which had been hit by a German V-1 Flying 
Bomb. British Empire Medal (Civil), George VI, first type, 
GRI cypher (Harry C. Campbell), impressed naming. Very 
fine. (£120 — 180) 1 


B.E.M. London Gazette, 5th December 1944. 

A flying bomb caused the collapse of the upper storeys of a block of 
flats. A man was trapped against the partition wall under the second 
floor. This floor had slipped owing to the outer wall bulging and was 
supporting the weight of debris from the floors above. 

Harris formed a small tunnel by hand and, lying on his side or back, 
worked his way into the debris. After burrowing about 12 feet he 
eventually reached the casualty whom he succeeded in clearing of 
debris as far as his waist. Further progress by Harris was impossible 
owing to his size and Campbell undertook the completion of this 
dangerous task. He continued tunnelling until he had freed the 
casualty’s head and shoulders, then the two men moved him out over 
their own bodies. These efforts caused a further fall of debris which 
buried Campbell but fortunately without serious results. 

Harris’s judgment in selecting the method of approach and, despite 
the personal danger, his persistence in following it as far as he could, 
together with Campbell’s courageous efforts, made the rescue possible.

Mr. Ralph William Miles, butcher and farmer, The Firs, Hainford, 
and Mr. Wilfred Tebbet, Norwich Corporation electrician of The 
Garage, Frettenham, have been awarded the B.E.M., and Mr. Ralph 
Hewitt, haulage contractor, Frettenham, and Mr. Albert Sidell, car- 
penter, Hainford, have been commended for their efforts in rescuing 
the crew of a crashed aeroplane. 

“When the aeroplane crashed with a full bomb load on to a common, 
several fires broke out. The undergrowth of the common was also 
ignited. Tebbet and Miles, acting independently, immediately went to 
the scene of the crash and, in spite of exploding ammunition and 
danger from the unexploded bombs, began at once to rescue the crew, 
some of whom were injured and trapped. With assistance from Hewitt 
and Sidell and personnel from a nearby searchlight battery, they 
effected the removal from the blazing wreckage of the six living and 
four dead members of the crew. Tebbet and Miles set a splendid 
example and showed great personal gallantry in the face of consider- 
able danger, particularly from the unexploded bombs, and there is no 
doubt that they played the leading part in saving the lives of several 
members of the aircraft’s crew,” states the official report. Tebbet 
sustained burns to his arms.

For gallantry in the rescue of 
a French civilian from a minefield near Dieppe. British 
Empire Medal (Military), George VI, first type, GRI cypher 
(1699166 Sgt. Robert C. Richardson, R.A.), engraved nam- 
ing.

Battery Sergt.-major Robert Charles Richardson, of the Royal 
Artillery, who lives at Potters Bar, has been awarded the British Empire 
Medal (Military Division) for rescuing an injured French civilian, who 
was trapped in a minefield near Dieppe, “without regard for his 
personal safety.” 

The citation states: “Battery Sergt.-major Richardson volunteered to 
assist in clearing a mined area near the cliffs at Varengeville, Dieppe, to 
rescue an injured French civilian. Owing to the presence of buried 
barbed wire, detection was made doubly difficult. Battery Sergt.-major 
Richardson went on ahead, carefully and methodically. 

After proceeding about ten yards, he was injured by a mine, which 
exploded, mortally wounding a battery quarter-master-sergeant, who 
was following with marking tape. In undertaking this hazardous task to 
rescue the French civilian, Battery Sergt.-major Richardson knew the 
risks he was undertaking in difficult terrain, yet he proceeded carefully 
with the work of mine clearance.” 

Battery Sergt.-Major Richardson was born at New Southgate.

John A. Christian. For devotion to duty and disregard of 
personal safety when an explosion occurred at the Royal 
Ordnance Factory, Kirkby. British Empire Medal (Civil), 
George VI, first type, GRI cypher (John A. Christian), 
impressed naming. Very fine. (£120— 180) | 


B.E.M. London Gazette, 18th September 1945. 

An explosion occurred at the Royal Ordnance Factory, Kirkby, 
during the filling of highly dangerous ammunition. The night was 
exceptionally dark, there was no moon, and it was raining heavily. The 
major explosion was followed by others. Almost all lights were 
extinguished and soon the only illumination in and around the shat- 
tered bomb-strewn building was given by the fires which broke out. The 
morale of the Factory staff was superb. All the operatives were aware 
of the dangerous nature of the work and immediately the noise of the 
explosion was heard, rescuers ran from all the near-by buildings. Girl 
operatives, who had made their escape from the building, returned to 
bring out their injured friends. The Factory Fire Brigade were on the 
spot within a matter of minutes and ran their hose into the building. 
Whilst the fires blazed and bombs continued to explode, the injured 
were brought out and desperate attempts made to release a trapped 
man. They continued until the Assistant Superintendent, who was in 
charge in the absence on leave of the Superintendent, ordered everyone 
to leave the building and take shelter behind the mounds. The 
responsibility laid upon Mr. Denny was heavy, but his decision was 
justified, as in a few minutes another explosion brought down more 
wreckage. It was nearly daybreak when a pile of bombs in their wooden 
crates, crushed beneath the fallen roof, was seen to be on fire and out of 
teach of the firemen’s hose. The fire was gaining and, had it taken hold, 
the consequences would have been disastrous over a wide area of the 
Factory. 

Mr. Denny entered the building alone. He sought some way of 
getting at the flames and having found this, came out and explained the 
position to Forbes and Topping. Without hesitation the two men 
vounteered to enter the building and tackle the fire from within at the 
proposed angle and range. The three men cautiously groped their way 
into the wrecked building. Standing among the damaged ammunition, 
which the rush of water was sufficient to disturb, with consequent risk 
of detonation, they brought the fire under control and completely 
extinguished it. 

Byron, Christian and Hankin took their hose into another part of the 
wrecked building. They showed deyotion to duty and yoluntarily exposed 
themselyes to the danger of death or serious injury.

Lance Sergeant Norman C. Nicklin. For his work as a 
wireless operater in Greece after being dropped by parachute 
in January 1944 and carrying out his duties until the end of 
the year. British Empire Medal (Military), George VI, first 
type, GRI cypher (2362342 L/Sgt. Norman C. Nicklin), 
impressed naming. Nearly extremely fine. (£L1S0—200) 1 


B.E.M. London Gazette, 16th October 1945. N 

L/Sergeant Nicklin was dropped by parachute into Greece in 
January 1944 and returned to the Middle East in December 1944 on 
completion of his Duties. Whilst in Greece he served the whole time as 
W/T operator. On arrival he was stationed for a few days only in the 
Thessaly area and moved after that to the South Macedonia H.Q. 
Station where he carried out, in addition to his W/T operator duties, 
cipher and station administration duties, as 2 in charge, the Wireless 
Station. During a German drive in July 1944 Sergeant Nicklin, who 
had been surprised unawares, was forced to take cover in some bracken 
within 20 feet of 2German mortars. With the Germans walking around 
him, he scraped a hole in the ground and buried the ciphers and code 
book which he wanted to save in case of capture. With the enemy so 
near, he disregarded his own safety and took a considerable risk. In 
August and September, traffic coming through his station was very 
heavy, as preparations were being made to harass the retreating 
Germans. This meant a great strain on the W/T operator and cipher 
personnel, especially when inter-communications were introduced 
between the Field Stations, adding greatly to the already considerable 
traffic with the Middle East. Before going into the Field, L/Sergeant 
Nicklin had worked at Cairo H.Q.S. At all time he proved a reliable 
and efficient N.C.O.

He had been continuously 
employed by Sir Thomas Robinson and Son, Ltd. for 25 years and 
sailed for them during the whole of the 1914—18 war. He was in the 
Iranian and the Median when they were attacked and damaged by 
enemy aircraft.

William Gibson. For services on S.S. “Chaucer” when she 
was attacked and sunk by an enemy raider. British Empire 
Medal (Civil), George VI, first type, GRI cypher (William 
Gibson), impressed naming.

The S.S. “Chaucer”, sailing independently, was attacked by an 
enemy raider. All guns were immediately manned and the ship was zig- 
zagged in an attempt to evade the enemy. This proved to be in vain as 
the raider closed and, opening fire with all her guns, registered many 
hits on the “Chaucer”. A running fight ensued and about half an hour 
later a direct hit put the ship’s Bofors gun out of action and hits in the 
engine-room caused loss of speed. The position was now hopeless and 
orders were given to abandon ship. In spite of considerable damage to 
the boats, all hands got away and attempted to evade the enemy in the 
dark but were eventually picked up by a launch from the raider and 
made prisoners. Later the “Chaucer” was sunk by shell fire from the 
raider. Captain Bradley made a very gallant attempt to save his ship 


and only gave up the fight when he realised that the badly damaged 
vessel was unable to get away from the enemy. He displayed outstand- 
ing courage and coolness throughout the action and in getting his crew 
safely away. The Chief Officer did excellent work in charge of the ship’s 
4-in. gun and was ably assisted by Able Seaman Gibson. The Chief 
Radio Officer remained at his post sending out distress messages in 
spite of hits from enemy shells in the compartment below the wireless 
room. The Second and Fourth Engineer Officers showed courage and 
devotion to duty in remaining below to work the engines and keep up 
steam. They carried out their duties until ordered on deck by the 
Master.

Private Alexander McCormick. For gallantry against Jewish 
terrorists in the raid on the Acre Prison in 1947. British 
Empire Medal (Military), George VI, first type, GRI cypher 
(14962339 Pte. Alexander McCormick, A.A.C.), impressed 
naming. Nearly extremely fine. (£350 —450) ] 


B.E.M. London Gazette, 7th October 1947. 

On 4th May 1947, Ptes. Thorne and McCormack (sic) were members 
of a bathing party in Acre Bay. At about 1620 hours explosions were 
heard from Acre Gaol and the Haifa-Acre road was immediately 
blocked by a number of the bathing party, Ptes. Thorne and McCor- 
mack amongst them. 

A party of armed Jews in a 15-cwt truck approached the road block, 
fired on it and then swerved off the main road up a track behind an 
Arab cemetery. Thorne and McCormack acting with great presence of 
mind and initiative, at once followed the 15-cwt truck, commandeered 
an Arab car and chased the armed Jews into a cornfield near the 
cemetery. Regardless of their own personal safety the two soldiers at 
once opened fire on the hostile party who left their vehicle and 
scattered. Their leader, who was carrying an L.M.G., was killed and the 
L.M.G. captured. Thorne captured another thug himself and McCor- 
mack at once trained the captured L.M.G. on the remaining thugs, 
succeeding in wounding five, and then, with his comrade’s help, 
managed to take them all prisoner. 

Later Thorne and McCormack were largely instrumental in recap- 
turing three Arabs who had just escaped from Acre Gaol. There can be 
no doubt that had not Thorne and McCormack acted with such 
decision and promptitude and had they not displayed such courage in 
facing a large armed party of thugs, a number of criminals would have 
escaped altogether.

Just over a year ago, Mr. Richard Gloyn, 113 Brook-dve., Kenn-

Gloyn’s reply was to try and pin the man against a wall. But the 

gunman broke away and took to the rooftops of nearby houses. Mr. 

eee and two policemen finally captured him after dodging a hail of 
ullets. 

Mr. Gloyn has now received official recognition—the British Empire 
Medal (Civil Division) in the New Year’s Honours List—for his 
courage on that December day 12 months ago. 

Proud as he is of his decoration, Mr. Gloyn is more interested in his 
driving record—since he began sitting behind a wheel when little more 
than a lad of 16, he has never had a road accident. One of his most 
treasured possessions is the diploma he has receiyed from the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Accidents. 

Talking of accidents, Mr. Gloyn was the victim of one five days after 
receiving his B.E.M. at the Christmas Eve investiture. On the Monday 
following he was struck in the chest by a large cheese which was being 
unloaded by crane at Cotton’s Wharf, Bermondsey. His ribs were 
injured. 

Fifty-three-years-old, he is married and has three children.

In April 1945, a large force of British and Australian prisoners of war 
was sent deep into the jungle of Thailand to work on the Burma- 
Thailand railway. 

At one of the Australian camps cholera broke out in a virulent form 
and this soldier, together with six others, courageously volunteered to 
go and help in the difficult and dangerous work of nursing the sick. 

He did gallant service among the cholera patients, working in mud 
and filth under incessant rain and without adequate covering, and was 
constantly exposed to infection from this dreaded disease which took 
so high a toll of the force. 

During the period of the epidemic he performed excellent service and 
for his personal bravery, steadfastness and self-sacrifice he was a credit 
to himself, his regiment and his country.

At 1800, a crowd of about 300 were reported proceeding up the 
Nicosia road towards the Commissioner’s house, and No. | platoon of 
seaman was sent out to assist the police in dispersing them. The police, 
who arrived by another route, charged the crowd from the opposite 
side and were met with a volley of stones. The Commissioner then 
ordered the police to fire, but held their fire as he saw No. | platoon 
charging the crowd from the rear with batons. 

The crowd split and moved off in two directions. One part was being 
followed in the direction of the Bazaar by No. | platoon when two 
shots were fired at the platoon. The Commanding Officer of the 
platoon ordered the firing party to fire one volley at the crowd, the 
order to fire having already been given by the Commissioner, at which 
the crowd immediately dispersed. Apparently there were no casualties 
in the crowd, but six police were injured by stones, one seriously. 

Several men of No. | platoon were hit by stones and were only saved 
from serious injury by their shrapnel helmets. Lionel C.N. Poole, 
Leading Seamen, Portsmouth/J. 48225, led his section in the baton 
charge with conspicuous success.

Particulars of the incident for which the awards have been granted are 
that during the week-end of 8/9th June, 1940, a Royal Engineers 
detachment laid explosive charges on the main girders of a bridge 
carrying the railway over the River Stour at Manningtree. A trail of 
“Amatol” was also laid in the steel troughing across the bridge in two 
places, and was covered with 3in. boards. 

Early on the 10th June, hot cinders from a passing engine fired the 
trail, which in turn set light to the main running timbers, transomes, 
etc., on the bridge. Station Foreman J. W. Keeble was notified of the 
fire by the signalman at Manningtree Junction Box and he at once 
proceeded to the scene. Finding flames some 5 feet high across both 
tracks, he instructed the signalman at the Junction Box by telephone 
from a nearby signal that no trains were to be permitted to pass in 
either direction, and also to call Ganger E. Stannard who lived near at 
hand. A mail train was stopped clear of the obstruction at 2.06 a.m. 
Keeble also instructed the guard of a goods train how traffic at the 
station was to be dealt with in his absence, and then called at 
Stannard’s house to make sure that he had responded to the call from 
the signal box. Stannard was just leaving, and together they proceeded 
to the bridge. They successfully extinguished the fire with buckets of 
water. 

Both Keeble and Stannard were aware that explosive charges had 
been placed on the bridge and they showed a complete disregard for 
their personal safety in dealing with the fire in such a prompt and 
effective manner. 

Under Emergency Board Minute No. 3,149 of the 7th January, 1943 
Keeble and Stannard were awarded the London and North Eastern 
Railway Medal for the same incident.

Mr. Giblett was the Officer-in-Charge of a Post Office Fire Brigade 
during a heavy air raid on Bristol. Stores adjacent to a Post Office 
building were reported burning, and as soon as the Post Office Fire 
Brigade had run out hose and orders had been issued for the Fire 
Brigade and the owners to be advised, Mr. Giblett secured volunteers, 
broke in and tackled the fire from inside. Owing to lack of equipment 
within the premises and the nature of the stock, the efforts of the 
volunteers were unsuccessful in saving the building but not until it was 
clear that the roof was falling in did the party withdraw. Giblett with 
his team, continued with water from buckets, showing no sign of fear, 
despite appalling conditions due to high explosive and incendiary 
bombs. He carried on throughout the night without thought of 
personal injury. There is no doubt that Giblett directed the work of the 
Post Office Fire Brigade with great courage and initiative. He set a fine 
example which others were proud to follow and he was primarily 
instrumental in saving the building from destruction. 

Despite the constant threat of danger from bombs and fire, Mr. 
Pople returned to the building, which had been evacuated and suc- 
ceeded in restoring communications with London. He then ascended to 
the roof of the Exchange, with others, to map out a plan of action in the 
event of the roof catching fire, but owing to the heat and insufficient 
water pressure, the plan was abandoned and Pople organised a bucket 
chain team. The flames from the Stores were by this time about 30 feet 
high and blowing towards the roof. Pople and his men showed no sign 
of fear, and he undoubtedly played a principal part in saving the 
valuable equipment from destruction. 

Mr. Pallant stood out among the team who supported Giblett and 
Pople. 

Mr. Ashley, as a member of the Post Office Fire Brigade, participated 
in an attempt to control the outbreak, but when reports were received 
that certain power supplies had failed, he returned to the building and 
restored the supply. He then continued essential maintenance duties, 
prepared records for removal to a safe place, took steps to prevent 
water damaging equipment and assisted in organising a bucket chain to 
fight the fire. Ashley displayed courage and initiative, and, with no 
thought of personal danger, helped to maintain essential services.

Farrell assisted in the supervision of operations and remained 
throughout the incident setting a splendid example to his officers and 
men. 

Hughes worked at a point of great danger and had to contend with 
the intense heat and smoke from a burning tank which was less than ten 
feet away. The decks were too hot for him to stand upon and an 
improvised foothold of pieces of rough timber was his only protection. 
The soles of his boots were actually burnt owing to the intensity of the 
heat. He remained at his post without seeking relief or help of any kind 
for a considerable period. 


Grimblesdeston planned and maintained the supply of foam under 
most trying conditions. Without any regard for his personal safety, he 
descended below deck up to his waist in water to combat a fire. 

Allen, although of limited experience, mobilised the equipment on 
hand and volunteered to go out to sea and ascertain the best form of 
assistance the National Fire Service could render. He showed courage 
and initiative and, in difficult conditions, took the correct preliminary 
steps to tackle the fire pending the arrival of his superior officers.

“Operation ‘Moonshine’. The need for special steels and ball bearings 
continued through 1944, despite the somewhat greater capacity of the 
civilian air services and increased United Kingdom production. Atten- 
tion was therefore given during the summer to the possibility of 
repeating the success of Operation ‘Bridford’. The new Operation was 
condenamed ‘Moonshine’ and differed from the earlier one in that 
instead of running across the North Sea empty ‘Moonshine’ boats 
would take out cargoes of explosives, arms and ammunition which 
would be landed in Sweden for eventual shipment to the Danish 
resistance. Relatively limited quantities of supplies for the Danish 
resistance had hitherto been parachuted or handed over to Danish 
fishermen at sea. ‘Moonshine’ would provide a greatly increased flow 
of supplies. 

Sir George Binney took relatively little part in ‘Moonshine’ owing to 
serious illness. He handed over as commodore to his deputy on 
‘Bridford’—Lt.-Cdr. S. B. J. Reynolds, who undertook the greater part 
of the planning. Three of the four surviving “Bridford’ boats—Hope- 
well, Nonsuch and Gay Viking—were assigned to the operation which 
was again placed in the hands of Ellerman’s Wilson Line and based at 
Hull and Immingham. Captains Whitfield (Hopewell), Stokes (Non- 
such) and Jackson (Gay Viking) volunteered, and crews were made up 
consisting largely of experienced ‘Bridford’ officers and men. Earl 
Fitzwilliam and E. B. Ruffman returned as the S.O.E.-appointed Chief 
Officers of Hopewell and Nonsuch respectively and J. B. Woodeson was 
recruited as Chief Officer of Gay Viking. 

Sorties from the Humber base began in September 1944 but by the 
end of the year, largely owing to unfortunate combinations of weather 
and tides, not a single vessel had reached Sweden. The three boats were 
moved to Aberdeen in January 1945, and on 13 January all three 
reached Sweden and discharged a combined cargo of over 2,000 small 
arms and 24 million rounds of ammunition. On the return trip 
Hopewell and Gay Viking collided and Gay Viking was seriously 
damaged and abandoned after the scuttling charges has been fired, her 
crew being taken on board Hopewell. 

The two remaining boats landed a total of 63 tons of special steel and 
ball bearings. Altogether more than twenty attempts were made during 
‘Moonshine’ and the success of only two was rated a disappointing 
tally by those concerned. The relative lack of success compared with 
‘Bridford’ does not fully reflect the skill and determination of the crews 
in the face of considerable difficulty, hardship and danger”.

An extra high-pressure boiler in a power house failed, owing to the 
rupture of the first return tube. Within a few seconds the boiler room 
became an inferno of fuel-ash, steam, hot mud and boiling water, 
reducing visibility to almost nil. 

The atmosphere was further charged with blast furnace gas blown 
into the boiler room from the burner, producing a terrifying and 
dangerous situation as a result of which a major disaster might have 
followed. 

Tillman, who was operating an extra high-pressure boiler on full 
load at the time of the explosion, was isolated between the Boiler 
Control panel and the boiler front. Flames, blast furnace gas and steam 
surrounded him and mud and scalding water were falling around him 
from a height of 70 feet. It was essential that the boiler should be safely 
and quickly shut down and the feed water diverted to another boiler in 
order to prevent a further explosion. 

Tillman covered up his head and operated his boiler until he had 
brought it safely to rest, continually removing mud and dust from the 
dials and instruments in order to maintain control. 

The courage and devotion to duty he displayed were an inspiration 
to the boiler house staff.

Citation. “On many occasions the aircraft of which P/O Richards 
was navigator has been subject to attacks by enemy fighters and 
damaged by flak. Despite many hazardous missions his enthusiastic 
attitude toward operational flying, has provided a very fine example to 
the less experienced members of his squadron”. 


F/L Richards joined the RAF at the age of 20 and was trained as an 
Air Observer, graduating Novy. 40. He was assigned to No. 10 Squad- 
ron flying Whitleys, Manchesters and Halifaxes. He took part in the 
attempt to sink the Scharnhorst and Gneisenau in the English Channel 
12 February 42. He was posted to North Africa Jul. 42 flying out of 
Kasafareet, Aquir and Fayid, on Halifaxes. 

He returned to the European theatre January 43 attached to training 
units becoming a Navigator July 42, moving to Bomber HQ and the 
Courier Flight assigned to SHEAF until Dec. 1943. 

He was then sent to 139 (Jamaica) squadron flying Mosquitos as a 
Navigator to this famous pathfinder squadron. He was sent back to 
Bomber Command July 44 to be A.V.M. Bennet’s Navigator.

On Wednesday, 9 January, 1957, at Rivers, Manitoba, Flying Officer 
Sabourin was carrying out an air to ground rocket firing exercise in a 
133 jet aircraft armed with rockets with explosive heads instantaneous 
fused. He had completed one attack firing four rockets and as he 
pressed the firing button coming around for the second attack, there 
was a loud explosion under the port wing which caused temporary loss 
of control of the aircraft. Flying Officer Sabourin extended dive brakes, 
reduced power and regained control of the aircraft at about 500 feet. 
Certain that the fuel tanks on the port side had been punctured by the 
explosion and because of the vapourization of the fuel, Flying Officer 
Sabourin thought that his aircraft was on fire and prepared to force 


land straight ahead. He transmitted the international distress call of 


“Mayday” and attempted to jettison the remaining rockets but because 
of damage to the electrical system, these would not jettison. As the fuel 
vaporization cleared he could see that there was no fire although his 
port wing was severely damaged. He found that he could control the 
aircraft at 200/250 knots and as the engine appeared to be functioning 
normally, he decided to try to make the field at Shilo, Manitoba, where 
a forced landing could be carried out with crash equipment on standby. 
On route he climbed to 5,000 feet and found he could control the 
aircraft down to 185 knots and then could not carry out stall tests with 
the aircraft at that altitude. He made his approach to the runway at 
approximately 185 knots with wheels down and flaps up, flaming out 
the engine as he crossed the fence just short of the runway; and finally 
brought the aircraft to a full stop at the far end of the runway, causing 
no further damage to the aircraft. By complete disregard for his own 
personal safety, Flying Officer Sabourin not only saved a very expens- 
ive aircraft but also eliminated any possibility of the abandoned 
aircraft crashing into civilian or military accommodation in the area. 
Flying Officer Sabourin’s courage in remaining with the aircraft, 
despite the fact it was twice suggested that he should abandon the 
aircraft, is highly commendable. He is highly recommended as being 
most worthy of the George Medal.

Chris Everitt. 
15/16 February 1944, Berlin. 
After a rest of more than 2 weeks for the regular bomber squadrons, 
891 aircraft—S61 Lancasters, 314 Halifaxes, 16 Mosquitoes—were 
dispatched. This was the largest force sent to Berlin and the largest 
non-1,000 bomber force sent to any target, exceeding the previous 
record of 826 aircraft (which included Stirlings and Wellingtons) sent 
to Dortmund on the night of 23/24 May 1943. It was also the first time 
that more than 500 Lancasters and more than 300 Halifaxes were 
dispatched. The quantity of bombs dropped, 2,642 tons, was also a 
record, 

The German controllers were able to plot the bomber stream soon 
after it left the English coast but the swing north over Denmark for the 


approach flight proved too far distant for many of the German fighters. 
The German controller ordered the fighters not to fly over Berlin, 
leaving the target area free for the Flak, but many fighters ignored him 
and attacked bombers over the city. The diversion to Frankfurt-on- 
Oder failed to draw any fighters. 43 aircraft—26 Lancasters, 17 
Halifaxes—were lost, 4.8 per cent of the force. 

Berlin was covered by cloud for most of the raid. Heavy bombing fell 
on the centre and south-western districts but many places out in the 
country again recorded bombs, with 59 people being killed there. 
Damage in Berlin was extensive with 599 large and 572 medium fires 
and nearly 1,000 houses and 526 temporary wooden barracks, of which 
there were now a large number in Berlin, destroyed. Some of Berlin’s 
most important war industries were hit, including the large Siemens- 
stadt area. 320 people were killed—196 civilians, 34 service personnel, 9 
air-raid workers, 80 foreign workers and 1 ‘prisoner of war. The 
diminishing proportion of civilian casualties reflects the large-scale 
evacuation which had now taken place but a further 260 civilians were 
recorded as being “buried alive’ and it is not known how many of these 
survived. 

This was really the end of the true ‘Battle of Berlin’; only one more 
raid ee place on the city in this period and that was not for more than 
a month.

F/O Vander Dasson was born in Leamington, Ontario July 1920. He 
enlisted in the RCAF August 1940 at age 20. He was selected for 
aircrew training and was awarded the Air Gunner’s wing June 41. He 
was posted to England in August, joining 49 Squadron in May 1942 to 
fly Lancasters. He was promoted to Flight Sergant June 1942 and to 
Warrant Officer 2nd class December 1942. 

He flew 16 operational missions with 49 Squadron. During one such 
operational bombing flight to Duisburg, the aircraft was hit by flak 
three times and severely damaged. The pilot ordered the crew to bail 
out. Sgt Vander Dasson successfully bailed out for which he was 
awarded the coveted Caterpillar Club Pin. The pilot was able to crash 
land at Martlesham. 

In May 1943 he was transferred to 619 Squadron after being trained 
as a Bomb Aimer, to fly Lancasters. In August 1944, he was awarded 
the Distinguished Flying Medal. He was commissioned to Pilot Officer 
October 1943. During his tour with 619 Sqdn, he flew another 15 
missions making his total 30 missions, entitling him to the RCAF 
Operation Wing. 

He was transferred to 103 Sqdn March 1944 to fly Lancasters. He 
was promoted to F/O April 1944. 

On the night of 11/12 May 1944, 103 Sqdn was assigned the mission 
of bombing the marshalling yards at Hasset in Belgium. 10 aircraft 
were assigned. Flak was heavy and two Lancasters were lost, including 
ND700 captained by W/C Goodman, with F/O Vander Dasson as 
Bomb Aimer. The whole crew were lost.

“On the night of January 1, 1944, F/Sgt Potter was Rear Gunner in 

an aircraft detailed to attack Berlin. Approximately 60 miles from the 
target, the aircraft was attacked by a night fighter from directly astern, 
the first indication of its presence being cannon shell entering the 
aircraft. Although the rear turret was damaged on the first burst, Flight 
Sergeant Potter returned the fire of the fighter and continued to engage 
the fighter despite added damage to the turret as further shells went 
through it. A cannon shell then burst right inside the turret blowing out 
all the perspex and putting out of action some of the guns and 
wounding Flight Sergeant Potter. Although dazed and bleeding, he 
continued to engage the fighter by manual operations of the turret and 
put up such accurate fire that the night fighter was set on fire and was 
seen by the Captain and several members of the crew to go down in 
flames. The Bomber had during these attacks been badly damaged. The 
rudder and elevator control being largely lost but at 9,000 feet the 
Captain managed to regain control with his engines and began to 
climb. Flight Sergeant Potter left his smashed turret and took over the 
duties of the Flight Engineer who had been killed in the first burst. In 
addition, he kept watch in the astradome and assisted the Captain to 
make his course Westerly, all instruments being unserviceable. The 
aircraft managed to reach the Hamburg area, was caught in ack-ack 
fire, and severely hit, burst into flames, and was then abandoned. All 
but the mid-upper gunner and the Flight Engineer who had both been 
killed during the fighter attack, made their escape by jumping. 
_ Prior to this flight, Flight Sergeant Potter had a confirmed F.W.190 
in August, 1943, and in other engagements was noticed to be outstand- 
ing in his determination and inspired tenacity. He was particularly 
adapt and accurate in giving evasive action and was at all times an 
outstanding member of this crew. I consider the actions of Flight 
Sergeant Potter to the last were so outstanding that he should receive 
suitable recognition.”

Vetch and Captain Walker of Stork was awarded his first bar to D.S.O. 
at the same time. 

Lt. Apperley was also aboard during the battles around convoy 
HG76 which was attacked by 10 submarines of which 4 were sunk by 
Walker’s group. 

At the Normandy landing at the last moment he went aboard 
H.M.S. /sis as Ist Lt. While acting as extreme wing guardship /sis was 
sunk either by mine or neger (German piloted torpedo). Heavy loss of 
life and Lt. Apperly was lost.

An interesting medal to Captain Edward Payne, 2nd or Royal 
North British Regiment of Dragoons (Scots Greys), who was 
one of six officers in this famous Scottish cavalry regiment to 
command a troop when they took part in the celebrated 
charge of the Union Brigade, during the historic battle which 
brought about the final defeat of Napoleon Bonaparte. An 
outstanding incident in the charge was the capture of the 
Imperial Eagle of the French 45th Regiment by Serjeant 
Ewart of the Greys.

Extract from “The Waterloo Campaign” — Captain William Siborne. 

“Colonel Muter had just before perceived the raised cocked hat, 
when he instantly ordered and conducted the advance of the Brigade. It 
will be recollected that the Scots Greys had been ordered to support the 
Royals and Inniskillings; but having as was before explained, moved 
down into lower ground on the left, to get more under cover from the 
Enemy’s cannonade, and subsequently advanced in left rear of those 
two Regiments, they beheld in their direct front the head of Marcog- 
net’s Division establishing itself on the height. Their course from that 
moment was obvious. They soon got up into Line, or nearly so, with 
the remainder of the Brigade, and joined in the general charge. 

The Ist Royal Scots, and the 42nd Highlanders on the right of the 
92nd, moved forward immediately after the advance by the latter, and 
crossing the hedge, assisted Ponsonby’s Cavalry in securing prisoners. 

As the Scots Greys passed through, and mingled with, the High- 
landers; the enthusiasm of both Corps was extraordinary. They 
mutually cheered. “Scotland for ever!” was their war shout. The smoke 
in which the head of the French Column was enshrouded had not 
cleared away, when the Greys dashed into the mass. So eager was the 
desire, so strong the determination, of the Highlanders to aid their 
compatriots in completing the work so gloriously begun, that many 
were seen holding on by the stirrups of the horsemen; while all rushed 
forward, leaving none but the disabled in their rear. The leading 
portion of the Column soon yielded to this infuriated onset; the 
remainder, which was yet in the act of ascending the exterior slope, 
appalled by the sudden appearance of Cavalry at a moment when, 
judging by the sound of musketry fire in front, they had naturally 
concluded that it was the Infantry alone they had to contend, were 
hurled back in confusion by the impetus of the shock. The Dragoons, 
having the advantage of the descent appeared to mow down the mass; 
which, bending under the pressure, quickly spread itself outwards in all 
directions. Yet, in that mass were many gallant spirits, who could not 
be brought to yield without a struggle; and these fought bravely to the 
death: not that they served to impede, but only to mark more strongly 
the course of the impetuous torrent as it swept wildly past them, 
presenting to the eye of the artistic observer those streaks which, arising 
incidentally from such partial and individual contests, invariably 
characterize the track of a charge of Cavalry. 

Within that mass too, was borne the Imperial Eagle of the 45th 
Regiment, proudly displaying on its banner the names of Austerlitz, 
Jena, Friedland, Essling, and Wagram- Fields in which this Regiment 
had covered itself with glory, and acquired the distinguished title of 
“The Invincibles.”” A devoted band encircled the sacred Standard, 
which attracted the observation and excited the ambition of a daring 
and adventurous soldier, named Ewart, a Sergeant of the Greys. After 
a desperate struggle, evincing on his part great physical strength 
combined with extraordinary dexterity, he succeeded in capturing the 
cherished trophy. The gallant fellow was directed to proceed with it to 
Brussels, where he was received with acclamations by thousands who 
came forward to welcome and congratulate him. 

Without pausing a moment to re-form, those of the Greys who had 
forced their way through, or on either Flank of, the mass, rushed boldly 
onward against the leading supporting Column of Marcognet’s right 
Brigade. This body of men, lost in amazement at the suddenness, the 
wildness, of the charge; and its terrific effects upon their countrymen on 
the higher ground in front, had either not taken advantage of the very 
few moments that had intervened, by preparing an effectual resistance 
to Cavalry; or, if they attempted the necessary formation, did so when 
there was no longer time for its completion. Their outer Files certainly 
opened a fire which proved very destructive to their assailants; but to 
such a degree had the impetus of the charge been augmented by the 
rapidly increasing descent of the slope that these brave Dragoons 
possessed as little of the power as of the will to check their speed, and 


they plunged down into the mass with a force that was truly irresistible. 
Its foremost ranks driven back with irrepressible violence, the entire 
Column tottered for a moment, and then sank under the overpowering 
wave. Hundreds were crushed to rise no more; and hundreds rose again 
but to surrender to the victors; who speedily swept their prisoners to the 
rear, while the Highlanders secured those taken from the leading 
Column. 

Along the remainder of the Line, the charge of the “Union Brigade” 
was equally brilliant and successful.”

The recipient of this medal was Lieutenant Edward James Peters, 
although his rank is not included in the naming, which is otherwise 
correct, including the three stars on each side of the steel clip. 

A similar medal without rank to Lieutenant John Wildman of the 
same regiment was sold in our sale of 24th March, 1993, and realised 
£550.00. In the footnote to the lot the cataloguer mentions the medal to 
Bee beters: 

The lot is sold with extensive photocopied extracts from vol. 1 of the 
7th (Queen’s Own) Hussars by C. R. B. Barrett. This gives details of the 
engagement with the French Lancers at Genappe when the 7th Hussars 
covered the retreat and the charges made at Waterloo on June 18th. 

Lieutenant Peters is mentioned on page 374 as being captured at 
Genappe as a result of being wounded or his horse shot. There is a 
reference later in the chapter to a number of the 7th Hussars taken 
prisoner and escaping when the Life Guards made their charge, but it is 
not possible to say whether he escaped. He is referred to on page 388 as 
wounded.

As his 
horse stood at right angles to mine, the poor jaded animal dozingly 
rested his muzzle on my thigh; whilst I, the better to hear amidst the 
infernal din, leant forward, resting my arm between his ears. In this 
attitude a cannon ball smashed the horse’s head to atoms, and the 
headless trunk sank to the ground!”’.

Orlando Jack Charles Bridgeman was born 10th March, 1823 at 
Shavington Hall, Market Drayton the home of his grandfather the Earl 
of Kilmorey. He was the third son of Orlando Henry Bridgeman, 
Captain Grenadier Guards; and Lady Selina Needham, daughter of the 
Ist Earl of Kilmorey. His father was the 3rd son the Ist Earl of 
Bradford. He fought in the Napoleonic Wars as Lieut./Captain with 
Grenadier Guards and was wounded at Waterloo, his wife’s letters 
suggest that he suffered from a form of mental breakdown, and he died 
in 1827. 

His brother, Francis Orlando Henry, born 1819 was a Captain in the 
10th Hussars, married on 30th June, 1846, Countess Josephine Wilhel- 
mina Francesca, eldest daughter of Anthony Joseph Clement, Count 
Von Torring Minucci, of Bavaria. 

His other brother died in infancy in 1821. His only sister, Selina, 
married 2nd April, 1850 to Sir Henry Fox Bristowe, QC Vice- 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 2nd son of Samuel Ellis 
Bristowe of Beesthorpe, Notts. They had a daughter, Alice Mary 
Bristowe. 

Orlando Jack Charles Bridgeman was educated at Eton. In July 1840 
his mother requested to buy, by purchase, a commission in the Cavalry. 
His mother finally paid £450.00 for an Ensigney in the 98th Foot. 
(North Staffordshire Regiment) into which he was commissioned on 
2nd July, 1841. 

In 1842 Ensign Bridgeman was posted to China and fought in the 
China War (Optum War) with the 98th Foot and was present at the 
attack and capture of Chin Kiang Foo, and at the landing before 
Nankin (Medal). 

On the 17th March, 1843 Ensign Bridgeman was promoted Lieuten- 
ant, he transferred to the 11th Hussars on 20th June, 1845. 

He finally resigned when with Ist West Indian Regiment 1848/9. 

What Orlando did when he left the Army is uncertain at the moment, 
but in 1895 he lived in Shrewsbury. He did not marry. 

His Uncle, the 2nd Earl of Bradford, died 22nd March 1865 aged 76, 
on the 10th January 1876 his mother died. His brother died 4th October 
1895 and the 3rd Earl (his cousin) died 9th March 1898. 

Orlando Bridgeman lived to the age of 91 and died 4th October 1913; 
in his will left £5,141.15s. 9d. His executor was his cousin William Clive 
Bridgeman, later 1st Viscount Bridgeman. Also named in the will are 
his niece Alice Mary Bristowe and Selina Frances Countess Seinsheim 
Grunbach. He is buried in the Longdon Road Cemetery, Shrewsbury 
Grave 102-8F. 

This medal has been extremely well-researched and is sold with 
Bee documentation relating to the recipient and members of his 
amily.

The medal remained in the collection of the purchaser until his death 
in 1989 when it was sold, along with the remainder of items from the 
collection. 

Note: Howarth is believed to have lost a leg in the Charge and either 
died of his wounds or from the treatment received as a prisoner of the 
Russians. His medal was not claimed at the time of issue and is believed 
to have been returned to the Royal Mint. It appears that a claim from 
his family was subsequently made and the medal was privately 
engraved.

Lieutenant-Colonel Rowland Henry Thomas Hill, late Madras Infan- 
try, whose death at Margate is announced, was one of the British 
officers present at the deposition of King Thebaw. Born in 1846, the 
eighth child of the Rey. Charles Dilnot Hill, of Brighton he was 
educated at Bedford Grammar School and afterwards abroad. Joining 
the Indian Army at the age of 17, he served in the Burmese expedition 
of 1885—6, becoming Director of Transport to the force. For his 
services he was mentioned in dispatches. Owing to ill-health he retired 
in 1889 with the rank of lieutenant-colonel. A J.P. for the Cinque Ports 
and an Alderman of the Kent County Council, Colonel Hill further 
identified himself with local affairs by interesting himself in various 
societies, of one of which, the Margate branch of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Families’ Association, he was president.

Colonel Graham Cludde Herbert was born on the 14th November 
1856. He was the second son of Robert Charles Herbert DL, JP, CA 
1827—1902 and Anna Maria Herbert, née Cludde of Orleton Hall 
(died 1906). 

He was related to the Baron Powis and his great great grandfather 
was “Clive of India”. His great grandfather was Edward, Ist Earl of 
Powis and Baron Clive and Herbert. 

He joined the Army on the 11th February 1875 as a 2nd Lieutenant 
(unattached) with the 96th Foot (2nd Battalion Manchester Regiment). 
He then transfered to The Royal Fusiliers on the 29th January 1876. He 
was promoted Lieutenant on the 11th February, 1876. In 1880 the 
Regiment served in the 2nd Afghan War at the defence of Kandahar 
and the sortie on Deh Khoja. He received the Afghan Medal. He was 
promoted Captain on the 24th September 1884. He was made Adjutant 
of the 2nd Battalion Royal Fusiliers from 28th February 1885 until 
27th February 1890 (5 years). He also served as Adjutant of the 2nd 
Vol. Battalion North Staffordshire Regiment from 15th March 1892 
until 14th March 1897. He was promoted Major on the 3rd September 
1894 and Lt. Colonel on 3rd September 1902, when he took over 
command of the 2nd Battalion Royal Fusiliers. 

On 24th September 1917 Col. Herbert was found on the Chelsea 
Embankment near Chelsea Bridge. It is presumed that he committed 
suicide, cause of death, asphyxia, drowning, an inquest was held on the 
28th September 1917, where an open verdict was given.

Extract from Short Histories of the Territorial Regiments of the British 
Army—R. de M. Rudolf. 

The next campaign of this gallant Regiment was in Afghanistan 
during the years 1878 — 80. The duties the soldiers were called upon to 
perform in this war were of no light nature. Added to the difficulties of 
intense heat and equally severe cold, and a rugged and mountainous 
country, the enemy to be met was one who could not be despised. The 
Afghans, naturally endowed with a courage amounting almost to 
desperation, were inspired by intense religious hatred, and, above all, 
cruel and treacherous in the extreme, and our soldiers needed, in 
addition to their natural courage, a perfect steadiness and coolness, 
which was nowhere better illustrated than in the battle of Ahmad-Kel, 
in which the East Lancashire took part. On the 19th of April, 1880, the 
British force, under Sir Donald Stewart, was proceeding to Ghazni, 
their line of march extending, with its baggage train and artillery, to a 
length of nearly six miles, when a force of 1,000 horse and about 15,000 
foot was seen in position in front of the advancing British column. 
Preparations were instantly made to attack them, but long before the 
troops in the rear could hurry up, the Afghan horse had dashed upon 
the British line to cut off their baggage, while the foot, headed by 
hundreds of half-mad fanatics who had sworn to conquer or die, 
dashed at the troops in the advance. Only the most perfect discipline 
prevented a terrible disaster; as it was, the foremost of the Afghans fell 
almost at the muzzles of the British rifles. The fight lasted only one 


hour, but by the end of that time 4,000 Afghans lay dead on the field, 
while the rest of their force were streaming away over the country in all 
directions. 

In addition to this battle the East Lancashire served with distinction 
at various affairs of minor importance, especially at a place in the 
neighbourhood of Shahzui, where it dispersed a force of 3,000 Afghans, 
capturing their earthworks, and giving an opportunity to Captain 
Sartorious to gain the Victoria Cross, for having, with only 15 men, 
attacked and slain a party of desperate Afghans in a position among 
the rocks, a service of peculiar difficulty and danger.

In 1950 H.M.S.O. published an anniversary album, under the 
auspices of the Victoria and Albert Museum, on the Great Exhibition 
of 1851. On page 138 of this work reference is made to Council, Prize 
and commemorative medals, the latter given to jurors, exhibitors and 
‘for services rendered’. The accompanying photographs show the 
obverse and reverse of this last award which was struck in bronze, 
48mm in diameter, weighed 240z. and was cased. 

This particular example is named on the rim in impressed capital 
letters, 1.5mm. high, “RICH.P ARTHUR, POLICE CONSTABLE’. 
Arthur was one of the thousand extra men raised to police the 
Exhibition and he joined the Force in May 1851. Obviously law 
enforcement was not to his liking and he resigned on 2 January 1854. 
Two more medallions, named in the same style and both to Metropoli- 
tan policemen, are in private hands. In addition, there are two similar 
examples in the Metropolitan Police Museum. However on the first, to 
Captain Labalmondiere, then supervising Superintendent and later 
Commissioner, the naming, although in capitals, is engraved. The 
second medal with impressed naming to Wm. Haines, Police Con- 
stable, is silver plated. It is known that each medallion was accompa- 
nied by a certificate, none of which appear to have survived. 

The V & A were not able to help with my queries as it has ‘no 19th 
century medal specialists’ and passed my enquiry to the Department of 
Coins and Medals at the British Museum. As this was several months 
ago and has not drawn a response we must assume that the original 
letter and S.A.E. have sunk without trace. 

Hence there are still a number of unanswered questions. Did Haines 
think so highly of his medal that he had it silver plated at his own 
expense, or were there others issued in this state? Were the bronze 
medallions awarded to policemen for services above and beyond the 
normal call of duty, or did every officer on duty at the exhibition receive 
one as a souvenir? If the latter is the case, it would be surprising if only 
five medals have survived as there were 2,183 police of all ranks (Police 
Orders 30 April 1851) present when the Exhibition was opened by 
Queen Victoria on Ist May.

The story of the missionary and explorer David Livingstone (1813 —73) 
is one of the great epic tales of the Victorian Age. Beginning in 1841, his 
career of African exploration was divided into three phases, the high 
point of the final chapter —to locate the source of the Nile— being his 
historic meeting with H. M. Stanley at Ujiji on 10 November 187]. 
After spending four months together, Stanley left Livingstone on 14 
March 1872 at Unyanyembe (Tabora) where he remained until the 56 
native porters and fresh supplies which Stanley had sent up from the 
coast arrived to reinforce the expedition. Reaching Lake Tanganyika in 
October, Livingstone then made for Lake Bangweulu but by the time 
he arrived there in February 1873, he was seriously ill. Pressing on 
despite rapidly deteriorating health, towards the end of April he could 
go no further; his servants built a hut to shelter him at Tala where he 
died in the early morning of 1 May. After three days of mourning, his 
bearers decided unanimously to embalm their master’s body and take it 
back down to the coast from whence it could be returned to England 
for burial. Going first to Unyanyembe, where they rested for a month, 
relays of porters carried the body through swamp, desert and forest 
eventually reaching the port of Bagamoyo in February 1874. 

On 18 April 1874 David Livingstone was laid to rest in Westminster 
Abbey and on 22 June the same year the Council of the Royal 
Geographical Society resolved to award a special medal to all those 
native servants who had carried Livingstone’s body halfway across 
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Africa the previous year. Commissioned from Wyon’s, sixty silver 
medals were struck and sent to Zanzibar for distribution. By the time 
they arrived at the end of June 1875, most of Livingstone’s bearers had 
long since dispersed, including 33 who had joined Stanley’s Anglo- 
American Expedition of 1874 —77. In due course however, many of the 
recipient’s received their medals and the details are contained in the 
archives of the Royal Geographical Society in London.

“Of the deeds of naval daring of the past year, none, perhaps, is more 
deserving of particular mention than that of Lieutenant, now Com- 
mander, Maxse, whose activity and enterprise, on the occasion to 
which we allude, called forth the special commendations of Lord 
Raglan. Having reached the camp on the Tchernaya on the night of the 
25th of September with despatches from the Admiral, he immediately 
volunteered to retrace his steps through the forest, and to communicate 
to Sir Edmund Lyons the importance attached to his presence at the 
mouth of the harbour of Balaklava the next morning, which difficult 
and dangerous service (from the intricacy of the country, infested by 
Cossacks), Mr. Maxse accomplished so effectually, that the Admiral 
was enabled to appear off the harbour in question at the very moment 
that our troops showed themselves upon the heights. So dangerous was 
this duty considered, and so probable was it that it would be defeated, 
that it was considered expedient that Mr. Maxse should bear no written 
despatch, but should communicate his message verbally”. 

Retiring in 1867, Maxse tried twice to enter Parliament but both 
attempts were unsuccessful; perhaps this was just as well in view of his 
entrenched political ideas which, along with his outspoken Crimean 
memoires, provoked some criticism as he grew older. Returning home 
after a visit to his daughter in Capetown, Maxse contracted typhoid 
fever and died in London in June 1900. 

Sold with the medals is an extensive file of photocopied research 
including numerous book extracts in which Maxse’s Crimean exploits 
are mentioned and a large colour photograph of a painting of the 
recipient as a young man; a second file of photocopied correspondence; 
and a copy of his daughter’s book My Picture Gallery, 1886 — 1901.

General George Whitworth Talbot Rich, a descendant of the Ist Lord 
Rich, Lord Chancellor of England, 1547—51, was born in 1822 and 
entered the Army as an Ensign in 1840. A captain by 1847, he received 
his brevet majority as a reward for his service in the Crimea where he 
was present during the seige and fall of Sebastopol. Saw action in 
Central India in 1858 under Sir Hugh Rose and then commanded a 
field force in the jungle from Noy. 1858 to May 1859 in pursuit of 
Tantia Topee, Rao Sahib and other rebel leaders. On 5 April 1859, he 
surprised and routed the rebels at Nainwas for which he received the 
Thanks of the Governor General, and was M.I.D. several times during 
the Indian Mutiny campaign. Promoted Colonel in 1863 and made 
C.B. in 1865. Rich retired in 1881 with the rank of Lieut. General and 
died in 1902.

War Service: 
2nd Afghan War 1879 — 1880 

“On July 15th 1880 Richardson’s squadron, this time accompanied 
by Lieutenant Money, pursued in the hills a party of Waziri raiders 
who had stolen a number of camels. The pursuit ran on for nearly 
twenty-five miles, but they recovered all the camels and brought back 
several prisoners. H.E. the Commander-in-Chief expressed the view 
that “this was a dashing bit of cavalry work, which reflected great 
credit on Captain Richardson, Lieutenant Money and the party under 
their command”. Those were great days for cavalry, and they took 
every advantage of their opportunities. Both Richardson and Money 
were mentioned in despatches.” (Hudson). 

Money held the appointment of adjutant throughout his regiment’s 
service in Afghanistan from September 1879 to March 1881, employed 
in the Kurram Valley holding the line of communications from Thal to 
Bulseh Khel. For his services, he was awarded the medal for Afghanis- 
tan 1878 — 1880 without a clasp. 


Mahsud Waziri Expedition 1881 

He subsequently joined the 2nd Division of the Waziri Expeditionary 
Force in March/April 1881. No medal/clasp was awarded for this 
minor campaign. 


Zhob Valley Expedition 1881 

Money served during this tedious expedition with his regiment. 
There was a lot of marching but no fighting. It was described by Neville 
(Campaigns on the N.W. frontier p. 118) as a campaign against nature 
rather than man. No medal/clasp was awarded for this minor cam- 
paign. 


Northwest Frontier of India 1897 — 1898 

On August 16th 1897, the 18th Bengal Lancers mobilised for field 
service and proceeded to Kohat, where it formed part of the Kurram 
Moveable Column. Money had rejoined the Regiment from leave in 
England, and took part in its operations on the Samana and in the 
Kurram Valléy with the Moveable Column under Colonel G. L. R. 
Richardson from August 20th to October Ist. From October 18th 1897 
to January 27th 1898, Money served with his regiment in the expedition 
into the Tirah. He was wounded on 13th November 1897 (probably 
ambushed by Afridi’s whilst foraging for supplies). For his services, he 
earned the India General Service (1895) medal with clasps for Samana, 
Tirah and Punjab Frontier. 


Other Services 

In the Jubilee ceremonies of 1887 in London, Money (then a Captain 
and accompanied by an Indian Officer and an N.C.O. of the 18th 
Bengal Lancers) served as part of the escort to Queen Victoria for 
which he earned the 1887 Jubilee Medal. There is a photograph on 
Plate 11 of Carman’s Indian Cavalry Uniforms (see also page 102) 
showing Money with a group of Indian Army Officers wearing the 
single medal for Afghanistan 1878 — 1880 without clasp. 
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Major George Money (Lot 360) 


Money was also entitled to the 1903 Delhi Durbar medal which was 
awarded to Commanding Officers and Adjutants of regiments attend- 
ing the Durbar, amongst which was the 18th Bengal Lancers.

Andrew Scougall was born in the parish of Newton in the town of 
Edinburgh in January 1863, and he joined the Scots Guards on Sth 
February, 1880 in Edinburgh. His trade was a Mason. 

From Sth February 1880 till 29th 1882 he was at home posting. On 
the 30th July, 1882 he was posted to Egypt with the Ist Bn. under 
Colonel G. W. Knox and fought at the Battle of Tel-El-Kebir, 13th 
September, 1882. He returned home on 15th November, 1882. 

He received his Egypt medal and Khedive bronze star for Tel-El- 
Kebir. In 1884 he was chosen to join the Guards Camel Regiment to try 
and rescue General Gordon in Khartoum in the Sudan. He fought at all 
the battles including “Abu Klea” on 17th January, 1885. General 
Gordon was murdered on 26th January, 1885, so the Guards Camel 
Regiment returned on 15th July, 1885. He received the Bars “Abu 
Klea” and the Nile (1884) to his Egypt medal. 

Scougall was at “home” posting until Sth February, 1886 when he 
was transferred to class “A” reserve. He was discharged from the 
reserve on 4th February, 1892. He gave his next of kin as his brother 
David Scougall and his sister Maggie Scougall, Stockbridge, Edin- 
burgh. 

His character on being passed to the reserve was “Good”. He had the 
Army 3rd Class Education Certificate.

You have seen in us, the 
victims of a misbegotten political system, never the ‘““enemy”’ but only 
human beings. 

You have always endeavoured as far as the Service regulations 
permitted, through your warmheartedness and your constant readiness 
to help, to lighten the heavy burden of Captivity for every one of us. In 
that endeavour you have fully succeeded and all of us owe you our 
deepest thanks for that. 

We beg you to accept this small memento as a sign of our thanks, and 
we combine therewith our sincerest wishes for your future welfare and 
assure you we shall always retain a true and grateful memory of you. 

(Signed) von Rundstedt. 

Finally, the lot is accompanied by a fascinating captioned photograph 
album compiled by Hamley to record his two years at Trent Park. In 
addition to a few postcards of the house and grounds, the album 
contains an impressive collection of original photographs of high- 
ranking German officers, mostly individual portraits [100, including F.
